made the defendant fn a suit filed with 
the Supreme Court by his wife, Ellen 
French Vanderbilt, who seeks an ab- 
solute divorce. 

Had secrecy been wished, the action 
ef counsel could not have been better 
admed. The offices of the County Clerk 
are closed at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. Only a few moments before that 
hour the comparing clerk received the 
papers. By the time he was through 
with them it was too late for the pa- 
pers to be officially recorded today. 
They were placed in a safe and will 
be formally entered tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt's attorneys are Car- 
ter, Ledyard & Milburn.

. STATUTORY ALLEGATIONS. 

No doubt fc entertained among those 
who have had occasion to follow the 
matrimonial adventures of Mr. and 
Mre. Vanderbilt during the last few 
weeks that the suit for absolute di- 
voree is based on the only ground 
which the laws of this State recognize 
adultery. 

It is understood a complaint was 
served on Mr. Vanderbilt on Monday 
and that he entered a general denial. 
Without such an answer, indicating at 
least the presumption that he intends 
to defend the suit, an order of refer- 
ence making a secret trial of the is- 
sues possible, could not be had. A law 
passed some years ago makes it im- 
possible to have secret trials of unde- 
fended divorce suits as had been the 
practice for years. But there need be 
no active defense and Mr. Vanderbilt'< 
rapid departure for Europe indicates 
there will be none. 

Alfred had known Elsie French ever 
since the two were children. The gir! 
had been his playmate and friend for 
years and it was while he was a stu- 
dent In Yale that Alfred decided he 
was in love with Elsie and would 
marry her. The boy’s choice was fully 
approved by his father. He told Al- 
fred that he would give his consent if 
the young man would agree to take 
a tour around the world before the 
marriage 


Alfred consented reluctantly. His 
party left New York July 6, 1899, and, 
after visiting the Pacific Coast and the 
Alaskan glaciers, went to Japan, where 
the journey was ‘checked by the news 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt's death. 

When the will of Cornelius Vander- 
bilt was opened it was found that he 
left $60,000,000, the bulk of his estate, 
to Alfred, while to his éldest living 
son he gave a share similar to that 
bequeathed to other heirs. These pro- 
visions were objected to by Cornelius 
and Alfred consented to a compromise 
by giving 96,000,000 to his eldest 
brother 


ELSIE FRENCH'S FAMILY. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt was Ellen French, 
daughter of the late Frances Ormond 
French, president of the Manhattan 
Trust Company, and director of many 
railroads. Her mother has been 
abroad for several years, but is return- 
ing for the wedding of her grand- 
daughter, Miss Pauline Leroy French, 
and Samuel Wagstaff, to take place 
at Newport on May 6. 

Elien, or as she was more generally 
known, Elsie, was married to Alfred 
Vanderbilt on January 11, 1901. A year 
later their only child, William Henry, 


was born. 

Mr. Vanderbilt had been regarded as 
the head of the family since the es- 
trangement which followed the mar- 
riage of Cornelius, the eldest son, to 
Mies Grace Wilson. During the last 
year or so, Mr. Vanderbilt has spent 
much of his time abroad, but recent- 
ly he returned from London, where he 
plans to drive the coach Venture as a 
public coach this spring between Lon- 
don and Brighton. Later he is to 
be one of the judges at the Interna- 
tional Horse Show at London, where 
his horses won many trophies last 
year.

The major- 
ity of the members of the 
People’s party and the various 
reform organizations which will 
participate in the convention, fre- 
hued the EBrvan people at every turn. 
They aleo refused to classify Bryan as 
arything but a Democrat, who has no 
rirht to participate in the counctis 
of the Populiet party or to receive 
consideration at its hands. 

Everywhere repulsed the Bryanites 
will carry the fight into the conven- 
tion as a@ last resort.

As soon as possible Mrs. McCormick 
will leave for her father’s home in 
Cleveland. The date is withheld, and 
even her maid is said to be ignorant 
of her intended departure. 

Fear is felt for the safety of Mrs. 
McCormick's children, who are with 
Mr. Rockefeller in the South. The

Thomas Car at Seattle Put on 
Board Steamer for Vaidez, Alaska.

The Zust, the Italian automobile 
which is holding second place in the 
New York to Paris race, arrived in 


Santa Barbara yesterday afternoon at}. 


five minutes before 3 o'clock. The 
crew was given a great demonstration 
by the Italian residents of the Chan- 
nel City, who met the car at the 
outskirts of the town and loaded it 
with flowers and fruit. A féast was 
provided for the drivers by the enthusi- 
asts, and it was with difficulty that 
the crew got opportunity to make 
some minor repairs at a local garage. 

Just before § o'clock, the Italians 
went away on the northern route with 
a vociferous send-off by the enthusi- 
astic crowd. Before leaving, they 
stated that they expected to pass the 
night at Alcatraz. This is a smal! set- 
tlement at the mouth of the Gaviota 
Pass, near the Southern Pacific. sta- 
tion of Goleta, about thirty miles north 
of Santa Barbara.

TO RAISE KAISER’S PAY. 


King of Prussia Will Get More Money, 
but not as Emperor, According 
te Report. 

(BY TH® ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

BERLIN, April 1.—An authentic re- 
port is in circulation that a bill will 
be introduced into the Prussian diet 
raising the civil list of the Emperor. 

This list now amounts to $3,930,000 
a year, which sum is paid the Emperor 
as King of Prussia and not as German 
Emperor, a position which carries no 
salary.

When the two bills were voted on, the five Demo- 
crats voted with four Republicans against one bill, 
making a vote of nine to three and defeated that 
proposition.

The abandon- 
ment of the fight against the Nebraskan by the 
New York World is significant. That is as we 
should like it to be. Mr. Bryan is probably the 
weakest man our party could have to face. 

But for all that, thorough unity of purpose and 
of spirit on the part of the Republican party is 
necessary to win. Mr. Bryan's chances in New 
York do not look bright. Yet there is an alarming 
undercurrent of sentiment which indicates a great 
change of view regarding this erratic politician, 
whom some men now consider conservative.

The Duchess of Marlborough uttered more 
wisdom in her little talk to her sister-women last 
Tuesday in New York than has been heard in many 
a day from many philanthropists, politicians, lec- 
turers and preachers combined.

No law ever made any human being honest. All 
the most carefully drawn statute can do is to pun- 
ish the dishonest after the culprit has been dis- 
covered and his guilt proved. Still less can law 
make any person just at heart, and until all become 
just in heart there will be injustice in act. And 
least of all can Congress, although its session should 
be perpetual and it should pass acts at the rate 
of ten a minute, make the race all humane and 
kind. 

If the women of New York and of all other 
cities would generally take the counsel of Duchess 
Consuelo to heart, they might work out 
a radical change in the attitude in which one di- 
vision of our people stand to the other. There is 
no fault to be found with rich people spending 
much money. The more they spend the better if 
it js spent in a proper way for right purposes. 
What does harm in the spending of money is the 
making of vulgar display of wealth, in vain osten- 
tation. It does harm to squander money in this 
way and never seem to take cognizance of human 
suffering, of the needs of our fellows and the af- 
flictions of our brothers and sisters. 

The ‘richest person on earth, the most highly 
exalted, is only a man or a woman. The lowest, 
the meanest, the most degraded, is as much as that; 
and accidents of wealth or station can never lift 
any above brotherhood and sisterhood with 
all the others in human shape. 

The recipients of sympathy and hélp are not 
the only gainers, nor the greatest gainers. Sym- 
pathy is like mercy in this quality, which, as 
Shakespeare truly says, “is twice blessed; it bless- 
eth him that gives arid him that takes.” Indeed, 
sympathy and mercy are twin sisters. The world 
is full of women who do not know one moment 
of real contentment, not to speak of joy, because 
their interests are all bounded im the narrow con- 
fines of their personal concerns. The currents of 
their sympathies are so choked up with the rank 
weeds of selfishness that it not flow out even 
to their own children, nor other member of 
their family. As well try to cultivate a harvest of 
contentment in such soil as one of flowers on a 
barren rock in a desert where rain never comes. 
Nine-tenths of the miseries and troubles that wreck 
the lives of the rich come from this attempt to 
live for one’s self alone, to obstruct and dry up 
the fountains of human sympathy and compassion 
bounding one’s life in a sphere tgo narrow for 
healthful growth. :

HE OPEN DOOR. 

The contention at Harbin between the Ameri- 
can consul and the meres 4d authorities over the 
sovereign power in Manchuria shows clearly where 
this country stands as to the integrity of China. 
John Hay took a very firm position and pointed 
out that the integrity of the Celestial Empire is 
the surest if not the only way to safeguard Ameri- 
can. commercial interests in that country. 

After the close of the Russo-Japanese war the 
government of the United States sent a consul to 
Harbin. He is accredited to the Chinese govern- 
ment, as was proper, natural and necessary. But 
the Russian authorities at Harbin seek to control 


the consul’s action. He properly refuses to know 


awy Russian authority with which he is concerned. 

But the United States government is acting dif- 
ferently in relation to Korea. In that country 
Japan claims to have established an entente with 
the Korean government; and our ent 
does not seem disposed to “go behind the records.” 
This would lead to the conclusion that the United 
States will not let itself be drawn into entangle- 
ments between the contestants. Should China ab- 
dicate her rights in Manchuria for either Russia 
or Japan, or in favor of each as to parts of the 
territory, it is» not clear what our government 
would feel obliged to do. There are signs of a 
compact between the two recent ybelligerents as to 
the dismemberment of this part of China. The 
plan might be worked out under a semi-peaceful 
guise, although really by putting China under 
duress. 

When that bridge is reached, if ever, will be 
time for the United States to make a decision.

EW WAYS OF WARFARE. 
N We have heard of a new way to pay old debts 
and now we have a new way to carry on war. As 
might be expected in this commercial age whén all 
locks “open but to golden keys,” commerce, not 
the sword, is to be the new arbitrament to which 
disputes will be put. a 

When China thought she had suffered thjustice 
at the hands of the United States, war in the old 
style was out of the question. China has no fleet 
and therefore could not make a declaration of war 
that would be more than a small noise in the 
great world. In this strait: the Chinese said, “We 
will use no goods made in America.” There is 
the new way of making war. 

This declaration of war was effective. We had 
to take notice, and we had to take measures, great 
as we are, to see that more ample justice should 
be done to Chinese people resident in this country 
before we could get the boycott removed. 

Japan is doing gross injustice to China and the 
Chinese have now declared war on Japan by the 
new method, placing a ban on all Japanese goods 
in Manchuria. We shall watch with interest the 
progress of this war. If the Chinese win over 
their powerful adversary it will be a great victory 

The boycott has been declared un-American. So 
it is and so may it ever remain. That is a boycott 
of Americans against Americans. Civil war is 
also abhorrent to true American sentiment, and 
whenever it breaks out we conquer a peace by 
fighting for 1. 

Foreign war is also repulsive to true American 
spirit, and may one never come by any act of 
America. At the same time if a war is put on us 
by a foreign power we will fight it. 

So we have adopted the new Chinese way ot 
making war and are going to apply it to Vene- 
guela if that cocky little republic up in the moun- 
tains down there does not behave. The declara- 
tion of war is all ready to promulgate and will be 
made unless Mr. Castro “gets wise” at once. 

Nearly half of all the foreign trade of Vene- 
guela is in coffee, and the United States takes prac- 
tically the whole amount. This is the first broad- 
side .we shall fire in the new style of warfare. 
This coffee shall be shut out. Then Venezuela 
sends to the United States a great deal of ag- 
phalt. The boycott will be put on this, too. = 

Should these means of awakening a sense of 
justice im the mind of Mr. Castro prove ineffective, 


then the old way of fighting with balle may 
spperseding the new way of fighting with 
grains. 


The new plan of beginning hostilities has its 
good points. It is less expensive than the old and 
much more humane. Mark, it is a war meastre 
on the same plane of principle as seizing the ships 
of an enemy, crippling his railroads and doing 
every other act that falls heavily upon the com- 
batants as a whole in order to bring them to 
terms and save both human lives and greater de- 
struction of property. That is the only justification 
of the boycott. 

But after all there is nothing in this discovery 
which ushers in the millennium. It may be a 
faint and very far-off gleam of light as from a 
newly-created star in infinite space encouraging 
the world to hope that the reign of ete peace 
is somewhere on the way. For if the Venezuela 
people make up their mind to bear the loss of the 
coffee market and to let the asphalt lie in the 
hole, then the sword will have to take the place of 
coffee bags. 

So in Manchuria. The vigorous Japs, troubled 
with no conscientious scruples, may tell the Chi- 
nese that they will shoot Japanese manufactures into 
them through other avenues than the usual ones 
of commerce if they persist in their boycott.
